THE RECENT BATTLES.

The Uonfilcin Near Amiens and Orlenns—
sheteh of the Ground Uevered by ithe New
Cnmpeign.

Moreull, where the French are reportad to
have gmned a great viclory, 1s one of tue prio-
cipal towns in the arrondissement of Mont-
didier, in the Dapartment of Somwme. It con-
tains about three thousand inhabitanis and is
gituated on the bank of the river Aure and
twelve miles sontheast of Amiens, Near by are
the rulus of an ancient abbey and those of an
old chatean. The manufacture of hosiery,
paper, ete., forms the principal industry of the
reopie,

) .\]HCC{HIJ despateh, dated from Tours, loeates

the scene of the battle ata point between Villers

and Balenx. This I8 quite improbable, as the
first pamed place is situaled some ten miles
engt-southeast of Amiens, while Saleux is noat
more than fonr miles nearly due west of the city.

Amiens belng directly between the Ltwo places,

it will be geen that no battle could have been
fought near Balecux. In the department of

Somme there are several places whose names

begin or end with Villers, but there is 0o place

of that name alone. Therg is Villers-Bocage, di-

rectly north of Amiens, and Quevauvlllers, tothe

southwest, with Baleux between the two, but
at neither of these places could the battle have
been fought. The place referred toas having
been abandoned by the Germans musit have
been Villers-Bretonnenx, a counsiderable towa
in the arrondizssemoent of Amlens, some ten
miles southenst of Amiens and about the sawme
distance north of Moreuil. This wounld locate
the scene of the first engagement belween

Moreull and Villere-Dretouneux, which we

think will prove the case.

The battle must have been first fonght here:
becanse the despateh speaks of the Freach hay-
ing been subsequently beaien at Boves, a village
containing some eighteen hundred inhabitants,
and gituated on the river Aure, gix miles south-
east of Amiens, forming the apex of o trinngle
comprising Moreuil, Villers-Bretonneux, and
Boves. As Boves stands in the rear of the other
places mentioned, and unearer to Amicns, it
would be naturally the point on which the
French wonld fall back. Beiten there, their
next stand would be at Dury, n small village
five miles due south of Amicns, from whenee it
ie quite likely that their line of battle extended
to Saleux.

To make the despatches intelligible we must
conclude thai the battle began betwoen Morenil
and Villers-Uretonpeux, which latter place the
French were compelled to abandou before the
beavy artillery fire of the Prussians This retro-
graode movement npecessitated the aban
donment of Morenll, when the French
forcea retreated to Boves, a few miles
in the rear, where they attempted to
make o stand, and where they weors beaten. In-
stead of falling back into Amiens they seem Lo
have moved by their right flank to Dury, a
small town situated about one mile west-uorth-
west of Boves, where they succeeded in makiog
a stand apd lu repulsing the Germans. It is
iikely that the engagoment was not contlned to
Dury, but extended 1o SBaleux, distant four miles
to the northwest.

The London despateli 15 clther an exagzera-
tion or the Tours report 18 lncorreet. If the
French won a great victory at Morveull, which
lasted 1il! nightfall, there most positively econld
have been no fghting at Dary ull darik, Of the
two despatehies, that from Tours is evidently
the most rellable, and should be so regarded la
the abzeuce of the detalls of the engagzement.

AN INTERESTING SUIT.

RESSgAR e A
Unpinin Hynders nnd the Late Willlnm E,
Burton.

In the Courtof Common Pleas, Gen=ral Term,
yeslerday, before Judges Robinson, Larremore,
aud Joseph F, Day, the case of Phebe 8. Ryn-
ders againgt John J. Crane and Cecelia Burton
was argued. The plaintiff in this case is the
wife ol Caplain h-aL;h Rynders, and the defen-
dants the executor and executrix of the last will
and testament of the late William E. Burton.
On May 1, 1850, Mr, Burton made two promis-
sory noteg of that date for $2000 cach, payable
reepectively at twenty-four and foriy-eight
months, to the order of plaintifi. After Mr. Bur-
ton’s deuth, the firet note having fallen due, and
pavment being refuged, action was brought to
recover the nmount. The cdefense set up was
that Isainh Rynders was the real party in io-
tereet, no legal transfer having been made to
bis wife, the plaintiff; that the notes were given
to Captain Rynders for the sole consideration of

certain Fervices, promised to have been reo-
dered by him as Burton's agent, in eausing the
United Siates to enter into a lease and contract
for the uee and privilege of buying his Cham-
Lers street property, which services were never
rendered; and, that if such services were ren-
dered, they constituted an unlawful consideration
lor the making and tranefer of the notes by Bur-
tor, and the notes, therefore, were illezal and
vold. The canse was tried before ChiefJudge Daly
and a jury, and a verdict rendered in favor of
pluintiff for the full amount claimed, with in-
terest, On the trial, the defendants read in
evidence the deposition of the plaintiff herself,
Ly which it appears that Captaina Ryonders had
expended a considerable portion of her patri-
mony, which was about $4000;
death of Burton, Rynders told her ghe would
have to eue the notes; that when she fivet saw
tbe noles they were in her house, in her burean-
drawer, where she kept her own clothing, she
having put them in the drawer berseli, where
they remained for two or three days, and were
then taken by Mr. Rynders to the Marshal's
oflice, where they remained till he left that
office: and she them put her mname on
tbe back of them, at the request of
Mr. Rynders, who s=aid he would have to sue
them. It was furiher proved for plaintiff by
Joseph Thompaon, that Burton was indebted to
Captain Rynders for money loaned, and that he
(Burton) stated that he had given these notes to
Rynders in favor of hiz wile in settlement of
pearly #4000 worth of due biils for borrowed
money with interest. From this verdiet the
defendants appeal, the chief point being in rela-
tion to Mrs. Rynders’ ownership of the notes
and herright to sue: and in regard to the con-
glderation for the notes: The cause was argued
on the appeal by Mr. Robinson, of Cram &
Robineon, on behalf of the defendants, and by
Luther R. Marsh, of Marsh, Coe & Wallis, on
behalf of plaintiff and respondent, both submit-
ting elaborate points. The Court reserved its
decision,
SHOCKING CASUALTY.

Desirpctlon of n Disttilery In Baflale-Many
Pernops Killed nnd Wounded,

The Rochester Union of the 20th inst. says:—

A dreadful casualty occarred at Baffalo this
forencon, involving a large loss ot life. The
particolars of this shocking affair at the tlme
we write are somewhat meagre, but as the
greatest excitement prevails at the scene of Lhe
disaster it iz of course impossible for those on
the spot to get anything In detail.

It appears that between ten and eleven o'cloek
thiz forenoon a tremendous explosion took place
in the new Brigps distillery, on Carroll street,
north of the Central depot. The large bullding
was iustantly a heap of rnins, so great was the
ehock. The fires from the interior of the dis-
tillery were Instantly communicated to the tim-
bers of the building, aud at last accounts the
whole was a mass ol flames.

A considerable number of men were employed
on the premises, of whom several were killed
and others were wounded.

The information we have comes in brief des-
l’mlt‘bt‘h sent to Mr. Kuapp at the Central depot

w the operator at Buiialo., He descerlbes the

explosion and erash as fearful, and says the
wildest excitement followed the explosion. It
was 1he boller, of courge, that exploded. 1t was
at firet understood that four or five were killed
outright and a great number wounded. A later
repert says that a greater number were killad
than at first supposed. One map was thrown
filty feet from the bollding by the explosion.

A later despateh says two men bave just been
got out. The timbers of the bailding are all on
fire. The police are trying to get out more of
the men,
